The current bulletin of the Florence Normal school, 
it Florence, is devoted to a review of the institution's 
'ifty years of service to the State of Alabama.

Henry J. Willingham, president of the school, in the 
ourae of a statement published in the bulletin sums up 
he work as follows: 
Having accumulated from* nothing ( a gift) as an 
original investment a property worth nearly a half 
million dollars, consisting of four buildings used for 
recitation rooms and administration, thrJe dormtor- 
, es (two of them owned by the city of Florence), 
three residences, a stock farm which supplies all 
needs of the school with ipilk and pork and some of 
its beef—an investment totaling altogether accord­ 
ing to figures of our last report $434,887,00 on which 
is carried insurance 
of 
$320,000—the 
institution 
points with some py4i|p jte its half centüry of service 
to the public schools of this state. 
And yet 
our 
buildings are painfully inadequate. 
Tents are used 
for class rooms through the summer. We have chap­ 
el assemblies only in good weather, which allows us 
to meet in the grove on the campus, because our as­ 
sembly hall accommodates fewer than five hundred 
persons. 
’ 
The growth of the Florence Normal is a matter of 
interest to the state, but oU greater personal interest to 
North Alabama. 
While the Normal js located In FÍor- 
ance, the entire Tennessee Valley holds the school 
in 
very kindly sentiment. 
To the institution hundreds of 
^rtudents have gone from Tennessee Valley homes and 
scores of our teachers have been trained there. 
The expansion ef the institution, in the face, of the 
adds which have faced it reads lit» a romance of fic- 
Mon. 
From a small beginning the school has struggled 
upward until it ranks very high now in the list of simi- 
ter places of learning in the South. 
Under the inspira­ 
tional leadership of Dr. Willingham it has grown rapid­ 
ly in the past few years.

With adequate funds, it is difficult to imagine what 
strides the school might have made. 
In the recent bul­ 
letin, the state is taken severely to task for fail uro to 
appropriate to the school the necessary funds for its ex­ 
pansion.

For 
example, the state has never spent a nickel for repairs 
on buildings which were originally given to it. ¿'The 
state has never spent a nickel for the insurance of these 
buildings. 
The state has never apent a nickel to have 
any paint p’ft on them. Ln fact, the state 4l*i done noth­ 
ing toward the upkeep of the plant except to furnish a 
small stipend which was required, unde? the law, to be 
used exclusively <o pay teachers' salaries. 
“Sometimes we hear announcements made from cer­ 
tain other institutions in Alabama that they have received 
only so and so in appropriations since 1912.’

Many of the leaders in the religious 
lite of America came together a few 
years ago in an effort to find some 
solution of this deplorable condition. 
They found the outatanding cause of 
the weakness and the failure was fb$ 
small membership in so many of these 
churches, and a non-resident pastor 
or perhaps no pastor at all. As t .so­ 
lution of this difficulty they work­ 
ed out the plan known as the “Fed­ 
erated Church.’ 
This plan involves 
the co-operation on the part of dif­ 
ferent denominational groups in one 
house é t worship and under the lea­ 
dership of one minister without loos­ 
ing their denominational Identity, or 
giving up their denominational alle­ 
giance and support. 
This plan has 
proved very practicable and workable 
and is succeeding in many communi­ 
ties. 
ft does not involve orgaipe unr 
ion pn the part of the churches parti­ 
cipating. 
The details of this plan, 
which time forbids our, giving this 
morning, are surprisingly few 
and 
simple and easily applied. The “fed* 
erated Church” has proved to be the 
salvation of many rural communities 
and is being adopted in many others. 
Another plan 
suggested 
for 
thf 
weak and struggling churches is call­ 
ed the "allocation of territory.” 
This 
is identical with the policy of the 
foreign boards of our cpurches in 
the refusing to compete or 
contend 
with each Other in the foreign mis­ 
sionary fields. 
This plan has had 
its m ost' striking success in the ola 
w w state of Idaho. 
There “ the re­ 
ligious leaders, ministers sad lay­ 
men, came together after having made 
a complete religious survey, 
and 
formed a home mission Council 
and 
deliberately parcelled out the state 
among themselves, giving each de- 
nomination definite, specific, territory 
in which it should labor* and for 
which it should be entirely responsi­ 
ble. Ahdte*£h denomination agreed to 
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ing of the condition in Idaho in the 
Presbyterian Magazine in September 
1924, said, “We are trying to trust 
one another in Idaho and ate ■Méé3 
oeeding better than we had any idea 
we could a year ago. 
The home mis­ 
sion council is functioning strongly in 
Idaho. Tomorrow It will be function­ 
ing still more strongly. We are learn* 
¡ng Co trust one another. This, after 
all, is the first lesson Protestantism 
must learn if God is to use her ln 
bringing the kingdom of the Lord into
